Are other levels of 
government involved in 
City Planning for 
Hamilton? 


Yes, but in a more indirect manner. 


The Region of Hamilton- 
Wentworth's planning role is more 
broad than the City of Hamilton's. 
Hamilton-Wentworth focuses on 
regional planning matters such as 
managing natural areas and 
resources, growth patterns, 
providing an integrated 
transportation system and 
managing water supply and waste 
disposal systems. 


The Provincial Government is also 
involved in City Planning in 
Hamilton. The Planning Act is a 
Provincial statute that provides the 
legal framework for municipalities 
in Ontario to actually plan their 
communities for the future. The 
Provincial Government also 
provides advice and guidance to 
municipalities on various planning 
issues and concerns.
